I obferved feveral branches 
of coral difperfed apon the ifland; likewife, dif- 
ferent forts of thell ith. A moft wonderful noife 
proceed from the volcano, relembling the rum- 
bling of waggons.”’ 

Philadelphia, O&. 22.—Capt. Karney, in the 
brig General Wahhington, in 42 days from Fer- 
rol in Spain, brings intelligence of the capture of 
the port of St. Aadero, by the French, the news 
of which arrived a few days before he failed. 
Five thips of the line blocked op the harbour, 
and there was a confiderable land force. Orders 
were given to fome thips of war lying at Ferrol, 
to proceed to St. Andero, and to attack the 
French at all hazards, and they (et fail the day 
Capt. Karney left Ferrol. 

It is now faid that the Prefident of the United 
States will be at the feat of government when the 
fefion of Congrefs opens. 

O24. 29.—The Prefident of the United Siates 
has returaed to town this day, in good health, 
from the weitward, where refiltence to the Fede- 
rai Government feems, for the prelent, at an end. 
The iniurgents have been fubdaed rather by ter- 
terror than violence. So great a force was col- 
lected, as took away, not ooly the the power, 
but the hope of refiltence; and by conquering, 
without a battle, have faved many from the (word; 
befides, perhaps, not a few from the gibber. 

By the thip Hope, this day arrived from Bour- 
deaux, the Editor (juit as the Gazette was going 
to prefs) received fundry Paris newipapers to the 
16ih Augalt, by which it appears, that Mr. 
Monro was received by the National Convention. 

The Convention declared, that they received 
Citizen James Maaoro as the Minitter Pienipoten- 
tiary of the American Republic, and the ipeech 
addrefied by him to the Prefident of the Conven- 
tion, with the anfwer of the Prefident, are or- 
dered to be tranflated into all the languages. 





Wilmington, O&, 25.—Yefterday arrived here, 
the brig Sally, Burr Throp, matter, in 14 deys 
from St. Croix. 

Capt. Throp informs, that it was confidently 
reported there, that the French and Britith had a 
fevere engagement at Gaudaloupe, in which the 
former were victorious, and drove the latter to a 
fort which they had erected at Baflacerre, being 
the only poft they at that time retained poffeffion 
of on the ifiand: that the French were then pre- 
paring to attack them, and drive them off. 

Liesau, Augufi 8. 
(A feaport in the Dutchy of Courland.) 

A corps of 12,000 Poles, moiily regulars, 
with thirty pieces of cannon and two mortars, en- 
tered the towa on the 6th init. The Ruffians were 
drawn op in order of battle before this place, and 
tried to difpute the paflage, but they were foon 
overpowered, and purfacd with fuch fpirit by the 
Polith troops, that very few of them efcaped by 
ihe road to Grubin. 

The very moment the Poles took poffeffion of 
Liebau, a Ruffian thip arrived; the crew feeing 
Liebau occupied by the Poles, was hardly able to 
efcape, asthe Poles kept up a heavy fire of artil- 
lery oo them.
